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4*. The restricted area at Peenemuende started at the northeastern exit of 
Karl shaken where two air force soldiers were posted at a road block. 
Passers-by, such as farmers, wood cutters and wood drivers, had to hand in 
their identity cards when entering the off-limits area and other persons 
had to show a special pass. It v*as learned that the latter were employed 
in the barracks buildings. From various conversations it was assumed that 
all Gem ana would be given notice to leave by 15 July 1950, They had 
allegedly been Ercte©$ by circular letters to bring in their hay and tim- 
ber from the restricted area until that date. In addition to the workers 
of the power plant only six resettlers were residing in Peenemuende. The 
restricted area was guarded by several patrols with v^tch-dogs.
